At the last regular meeting of 
the Alameda County Building and 
Construction Trades Council the 
new agreement as ratified by ap- 
proximately 1,400 members of Dis- 
trict Council of Painters No, 16 of 
Alameda and Contra Costa county 
was approved. 

This new agreement, effective on 
and after June 1, 1941, calls for a 
basic wage scale of $1.50 per hour 
for all classifications of house 
painters; continues the 7-hour day 
and contains many new and bene- 
ficial features such as unemploy- 
ment insurance coverage for all 
members, deposit of certificate of 
compensation insurance by the em- 
ployer, the job clearance card sys- 
tem, and the closed shop. 

Agreements will be ready for sig- 
nature on and after Monday, May 
19, in the office of the district 
council in room 110 of the labor 
temple. As it is necessary that all 
employers sign this new agree- 
ment, all members of the district 
council are requested to co-operate 
with the council by advising their 
employers of the necessity of sign- 
ing this agreement as soon as pos- 
sible. 

Any employer, such as builders, 
general contractors, firms, and 
others than painting contractors, 
may avail themselves of the oppor- 
tunity to sign this new agreement 
with the district council. Jobs con- 
tracted for, and signed prior to 
May 15 of this year, after approval 
by the district council will be al- 
lowed to proceed under the wage 
scale of the old agreement provid- 


ing, the contractors sign the new 
agreement and deposit with the

Also, some employers, with only a 
fraction of their output devoted to 
defense, have tried to use this as 
an excuse for stalling on wage de- 
mands so as to fatten their profits. 
Other chiselers have seized on de- 
fense as justification for destroying 
labor standards previously estab- 
lished by agreement, the machin- 
ists declared. 


For self-protection, the council, 
therefore, decided that while it 
would continue to make full utili- 
zation of conciliation before strikes 
are called, it would no longer agree 
to arbitration in all cases.

The union 
label, properly affixed, is your pro- 
tection against unfair labor prac- 
tices. Always demand the union 


label and be sure the salesman 


|serving you has a union button.

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Facing the Facts 


Has organized business adopted a more intelligent attitude toward 
organized labor? 

That would be good news, if true. And we are beginning to believe 
there is some truth in it. 

For instance, twice within the past few months the United States 
chamber of commerce issued statements opposing compulsory anti- 
strike legislation. Both statements emphasized that the only way to get 
results in the defense program is through voluntary co-operation be- 
tween industry and labor. 

Now that is just what the American Federation of Labor has been 
saying all along. It is encouraging to note that organized business 
realizes that compulsory legislation, such as the Vinson bill, would dis- 
rupt national defense rather than expedite it. 

The position of the United States chamber of commerce is even more 
heartening because it implies a willingness on the part of business to 
co-operate and bargain on friendly terms with labor. An organization of | 
business men might ordinarily have enthusiastically supported the Vin- 
son bill. At the least, the natural expectation would be that such an 
organization would keep hands off so that it would not be suspected of 
engineering the legislation. Therefore, outright opposition comes as a 
welcome surprise. 

A BUSINESS LESSON 

Because of these developments, we watched the progress of the recent 
annual convention of the United States chamber of commerce with 
more than usual interest. We cannot say that the meeting was exactly 
pro-labor, but there were further indications of a developing conscious- 
ness among business men that it is better business to face the reality 
of labor organization and deal with it intelligently than to continue a 
policy of blind and unreasoning resistance. 

We have reason to believe that some hard-headed and wide-awake 
representatives of organized business have managed to convince their 
less-discerning colleagues that the time has come to exercise good busi- 
ness sense in labor relations. 

This idea is not being “sold” to the recalcitrant industrialists on an 
idealogical basis. It is advanced as a cold, common-sense business prop- 
osition. We are glad of that because we have much more confidence in 
the reaction of an industrialist to a good business proposition than to a 
glowing ideal. 
| Here is the situation. The factories of the nation are working at ca- 
pacity with tremendous backlogs of unfilled orders. National defense 
has brought a business boom. Satisfactory and continuing profits are 
there for the taking. 

Now it would be foolhardy to jeopardize these profits by inviting labor 
| troubles. The smart, business-like thing to do is to stabilize production 
and prevent labor troubles by signing contracts with union organizations 
representing the workers. That’s all there’s to it. It is simple and good 
| business. 

“COME ON AND GET IT” 

Of course, it makes things nicer all around to dress up a practical 
policy such as this with a coating of patriotism. Not that we for a mo- 
|ment doubt the sincere patriotism of the great majority of American 
| business men. We believe that they as well as the great majority of 
American workingmen want to do everything in their power to help the 
defense program. But it is very helpful to have a profit move backing 
up the patriotic impulse and we have no fault to find with it whatever. 

On the contrary, the American Federation of Labor says to business: | 

“We are willing to meet you more than half way. We always have been. 
| We are glad if business at last has seen the light.” 
The American Federation of Labor believes in private enterprise. It 
| believes that industry is entitled to make a fair profit. It wants business 
to believe in the right of workers to organize. It wants business to be- 
|\lieve that workers are entitled to fair, decent wages and working con- 
| ditions. 

Likewise, the American Federation of Labor believes it would be 
suicidal to delay the defense program with unnecessary strikes. It has 
pledged itself to a “no strike” policy for the duration of the defense 
emergency. It is just as anxious as business to continue uninterrupted 
production. 

If industry wants to do business 
“Come on and get it.”

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IN NEW DEFENSE SAVINGS BONDS PLAN 


President William Green of the 
American Federation of Labor 
urged the officers of national and 
international unions, state federa- 
tions of labor, city central bodies, 
and federal labor unions to co- 
operate in every community with 
the plan of the United States treas- 
ury, to sell its new defense savings 
bonds to all citizens as an impor- 
tant part of the national defense 
program. 

Declaring that “in a recent con- 
ference with Secretary Morgenthau 
I assured him of our complete co- 
operation and support,” Mr. Green 
said: 

“The federal government is seek- 
ing to utilize the saving ability of 
individual citizens in order to pro- 
vide it with funds which it must 
necessarily borrow during the criti- 
cal years which lie just ahead. The 
economic welfare of the entire 
country will be promoted and pro- 
tected through the pursuit of such 
a policy. 

“The government could fol- 
low a more easy way by bor- 
rowing money directly from 
banks and established loan or- 
ganizations. Such action might 
promote inflation and serve to 
increase our cost of living. 

“The purchase of defense 
savings bonds by millions of 
wage earners and by the mem- 
bership of the American Feder- 
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ation of Labor will serve to 
hold down the cost of living 
and provide for the American 
people a large reserve of sav- 
ings. This will serve a highly 
useful purpose during the peri- 
od of adjustment following the 
termination of the existing na- 
tional emergency.” 

Pointing out that in recent years 
the U. S. treasury has marketed 
“approximately four billion dollars’ 
worth of United States savings 
bonds” in small denominations, Mr. 
Green continued: 

“In the larger program originated 
and which will be launched by the 
treasury on May 1, the government 
is appealing to the officers and 
members of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor to purchase govern- 
ment securities which will be of- 
fered in small denominations. 
Plans which will provide for the 
purchase of these bonds out of 
wage earners’ savings so that pay- 
ments can be made as easily as 
possible, will be formulated and ap- 
plied. This means that the finan- 
cial strength of the wage earners 
of our country by being mobilized 
in support of this systematic sav- 
ings plan can be used to make the 
nation stronger and safer than ever 
before.”

Proposal to Relax NOTES 


40-Hour Week 


With approximately seven mil- 
lions of workers unemployed, any 
relaxation of the 40-hour week pre- 
scribed by the Fair Labor Stand- 
ards Act would be both unneces- 
sary, unwise and unjust, declares 
Gen. Philip B. Fleming, adminis- 
trator of the wage and hour divi- 
sion, U. S. Departrnent of Labor, 
in an article entitled “The Wage- 
Hour Law and Defense,” published 
in a national magazine. 


Emphasizing the fact that prac- 
tically no complaints about the 
wage and hour law come from de- 
fense industries, Gen. Fleming 
said: 

“Of more than 13,000,000 persons 
entitled to the benefits of this law, 
by far the greater number are em- 
ployed in industries which have 
nothing to do with defense.” 

“The law is working as congress 
intended that it should,” General 
Flemming continued. “The 30-to-40- 
cents-an-hour minimum wage is 
protecting the fair wage employer 
from sweat-shop competition. 

“This year the law will put 
$100,000,000 in the pockets of 
the nation’s workers. This 
money will go to the lowest 

paid—the one-third who are ill- 

fed, ill-clad and_ill-housed— 

those who, but for the law, 
would be working for as little 
as 10 or 15 cents an hour. 

“This extra money will be 
quickly spent for food, clothing 
and other necessities and small 
comforts of life. It will travel 
straight from the worker’s pocket 
to the merchants’ cash registers 
and from merchant to wholesaler, 
then to farmer, miner, manufac- 
turer. 

“Thus more goods will have to 
be produced and transported. And 
thousands of men and women now 
idle will find new jobs.” 


U.S.Court Kills 
Company's Union — 
At Bethlehem 


“Employes’ Representation” 
Plan Outlawed by Decision 


In a sweeping decision this week 
the United States court of appeals 
ruled that the Bethlehem Steel cor- 
poration has ignored federal stat- 
utes in backing company - domi- 
nated unions. 

In a split decision the court up- 
held an order of the NLRB for 
termination of the “employes’ rep- 
resentation” plan which has been 


in operation for more than a 
decade. 

Summarized, the majority deci- 
sion held that: 


1. The steel corporation had 
dominated and contributed sup- 
port to the “employes’ represen- 
tation” plan. 

2.It has “surreptitiously” 
given money to the mayor of 
Johnstown, Pa., to “insure con-

Addressing the convention of the 
Pennsylvania State Federation of 
Labor, President Green pertinently 
inquired whether Lewis was speak- 
ing for himself or for the CIO. He 
put this question squarely before 
Philip Murray, CIO president, who 
was the guest of honor at the din- 
ner at which Lewis made his re- 
marks. 

“The nation has not heard a 
word from him (Murray) 
since,” Mr. Green pointed out. 
“Silence, as all of us know, 
means consent.”

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“FEEFTY - FEEFTY” LEWIS? 


The Consolidated Oil Corp., a Sinclair company, announced 
last week that it had received a payment of $4,000,000 from the 
Mexican government. Within the next two and a half years the 
company will get $4,500,000 more. The two payments will settle 
claims growing out of expropriation of the concern’s Mexican 
oil properties in 1938. The agreement was signed last May —be- 
fore both Mexico and the U. S. A. had held their preraener 
elections. 

The settlement was arranged by Pat Hurley, former secre- 
tary of war; William Rhodes Davis, the oil operator, and John | 
L. Lewis, the labor leader. Just how these three men happened 
to get together over Harry F. Sinclair's Mexican troubles we do 
not know. The story credited by oil men is that Mr. Sinclair, 
eager to regain possession of his Mexican properties, retained 
Mr. Hurley to conduct the negotiations. Mr. Hurley, knowing 
that Mr. Davis and Mr. Lewis had co-operated in Mexico and 
were on good terms with the Cardenas government, asked them 
to intercede for Mr. Sinclair in Mexico City. 

Mr. Davis has claimed credit for devising the formula on 
which the final peace terms were based. He has said that he was 
called into consultation by Mr Lewis after Mr. Hurley had} 
asked the former head of the CIO for advice. Mr. Lewis eed 
interested in re-establishing friendly relations between Mr. Sin- 
clair and the Mexicans because the Sinclair company operated | 
in the U.S. A. under contract with the CIO. It is assumed that |
